A (h*tt Sioux Chief Ttlli Eow the 

Brave Troops Were Hemmed 
in on all Sides and 
BUHjihtml 

St. I'mt., .Iiiiic20.— a special to 
I bo i'ioiiecr ri ces from the Custer 
battlefield, Montana, describes the 
celebration of the tenth aiiiiiversary 
of tlie battle by a few of its survivors. 
The great Sioux Chief Gall wontover 
the Held and described the inaiitior 
iu which Custer's comiiiaiiii was de- 
stroyed. Ciall ia a line looking In- 
dian, 46 yeara old, and weighiug over 
200 pouiidi. He was reticent at Hist, 
but finally he told his stor\- with dig- 
nity and animation : 

"We law the soldiers eailv in the 
morning croaaiog the divide.' Wlien 
lleuo and Custer separated we watch- 
ed them until they came down into 
tlie valley. The cry was raised while 
the soldiers wcro coming and orders 
given for llie village to move imiiic- 
diately. Ueuo swept down so rapid- 
ly upon the upper end that the In- 
dians were forced to llglit. Sitting 
Hull and I wcro at the point where 
Ueiio attacked. The women and 
children were hastily iiinved dow 11 
stream where the Clie\ ennes were 
encamped. Tiie Sionxs' attacked lie- 
no and the Cheyenues Custer, and 
ilien all became mixed np. The wo- 
men and children caught the horses 
for the bucks to inounl, aud then the 
bucks inouiilcd and charged on lieno, 
1 iieckcd him and drove liiin into the 
limber. The soldiers tied their 
liorscs (o the trees and came out and 
fuuglit on foot, as soon as Ueno wai 
beaten and di iveii back across the 
iver, lull was iiiel hall' a mile iiii the 
luvinenow called IteuoCieek. I'liey 
fought the soldiers and beat Iheni 
baek step by step until all wore killed. 
(One (if Ueuo'.s ofllcers coullrins this, 
saying; U was probably during this 
interval of riuici, ou Ueno's pari, thai 
the Indians massed on Custer aud 
annihilaled him } Tho Indiana ran 
ml ofamunition aud then used ar- 
rows. They fired fToin behind llielr 
hoisec The solditrs gut shells stiick 
in tiieir guns and had to throw Ihuin 
away. They tin 11 loiighl wilh little 
guns (pistols). The Indians were iu 
coupks bihinil and iu front of Custer 
as ho moved up the ridge to lake a 
iiifcilion, and were just as many as 
lie (ii ans, The lirsl two companies, 
Ki ukI' - ai.d Callahan's, disiiioiintcil 
and fought ou fool. They never 
broke, but retired alep by step, tiniil 
forced baek to the ridge, wlioie thev 
all flually peiishetl. They were shot 
dowu in Hue where they stood. Ke- 
ogh's ("ompaii) , rallied by Company 
A. were all killed in a bniieh. CMiis 
staleiiicnt seems borne out by facte, as 
thirty -eight bodioa of Keogh's troop 
were found piled in a heap.) The 
warriors directed special llro againtit 
troops who held lioiscs while others 
fought. As soon as the holder was 
killed liy waving blaiikels and great 
shouting ihe horses were stampeded 
wliich made it impoaaibla tot the eol- 
dicie to escape. Afterward the sol- 
diers fought dcspeialclv and never 
surrendered. They fought slandiiig 
They fought in lino along a ridge 
As fast as tlio men fell liorscs were 
herded aud driven toward the squaws 
and old men, w lio gatliered Iheiii up. 
When Keiio atleinpted to lind Custer 
by throwing out a skirmish linc,Ciis- 
ter and all w illi hiin wcic ilcail. 
When the skirmishers leaehcii the 
high poiut over-looking Custer's liuld, 
the Indians were found galloping 
around and over the wounded, dying 
and dead popping bullets and arrows 
inio thein. When Keno made his at- 
tack at the upper end, he killed my 
twosquttws ami three ehildreii, which 
made my heart I'oel bad. They foiiglii 
with tlie hatchet, (which means ol 
course mulilating soldiers). The sol- 
diers ran out of aiiimuuition earlv in 
the day. Their suuply of cartridges 
were in the a tddle pockets of iheir 
stampeded hordes. The Indians then 
rail up to the aoldlara and butchered 
ilicm with halfcli«la. A ' lot of horses 
ran away and iiiniped into the river, 
but were caughl by npiaws. Only 
forty-three Indians ,wci'e killed allo- 

8 ether, but a great many wounded, 
llie came aeroaa the river aud died 
in tho bushes. Wo had Ogallallaa, 
Mincconjoiie, Brute, Telou, Uiicapa- 
pa.s, Sioux, Clioyennes, Arapahocs 
and Gros Ventres.

Tortillas is not only one of the grea 
Mexican dishes, but one of the womcii's 
chief inilnsfios. In almost any stf»iet 
there can be seen women on their kneea 

niii...hing corn U'lwecn snio<i[li stones, 
making it into a lialier and linally shap- 
iiiir it iiit.i riMinil. Hal cakes. They spit 
I'll Iheir hanils to prevent the dough 
from sticking, and hake in a pan of 
hot grease, kept Imiling by a few lumps 
of charcoal. Kich and poor buy and 
eat them, apparently unmindful of tho 
way tlioy are made. Hut il is a bread 
that Amerieans must lie edneated lo. 
Many surpri.-,, the Mexicans by refus- 
ing even a taste after they see the bak- 
ers. 

There are some really beantiful girls 
among the low class of people. Hair 
tliri i-.Hmrl. rs Ih,' l,.nf;lh of the women 
anil of wonderful thiekueas is common. 
It is often worn loose, but more fre- 
ipieiitly iu two long plaits. Wig-mak- 
ers lind no einpliiyment here. The men 
Wear long, heavy lianp. 

There is hut o'ue thiiig that piKir and 
rich indulge in with equal delight and 
pleasure. That is cigarette-smoking. 
1 hosi' tottering with age down to tho 
creeping babe, aro oontinually smok- 
ing. No spot in Mexico is sacred from 
them; in ebnrches. nn the railway ears, 
on tho streets, in tho theaters- every 
w here aie to bo soon men and ffOmeii, 
of the elite, smoking. 

The Wexicane are unsurpassed ser- 
vaiifs. Their thieverv, which is a his- 
toric comjilaint, must bo coiillnea to 
those in the suburbs, fqr those in 
houses could not bo morehonest Their 
cleanliness i.s something overwhelming, 
when iini, recalls the tales that havo 
l)ecn told of the lilth of the "greiusers." 
Early in tho mornings, the streets, 
walks in the plaza and iiavcniint,s arii 
swept lus clean a.s any tiling can be, 
iiiiil that with liriioiiis not as irood as 
lho.se children play with in thi.^State.s. 
1 lit an American dnniestie and a Mex- 
ican servant together, even with the 
dillerenee in the working implement.s, 
and the /iinerieiin will "get left" every 
time. Hut this cleanliness may Ih. coii- 
liiii d siimewhat to siieli work in, sweeii. 
ill}; and scinhhing; it does not eer- 
tiunly exist in the preparation of food; 

Ihe meat express doi's not by any 
moans serve to make the meat more 
palatable, (ienerally an nlil mule or 
horse that has reached its second ehilil- 
hood scrv(!s for the expresn. A long 
iron rod. from which hooks project, is 
fastened on lhi. baek of Ihe beasl liv 
means of straps. The meat is liiinj,' 
on these hooks, wlioru it is expused In 
the mud and dirt of the atreets as wel' 
as the hair of the animal. Men will 
two Urge baskets, one in front, nm 
behinil, filled with the refu.sc uf meat, 
follow near hy. If thc^y wear trousei 
thoy have them rolled up high so th.i 
blood from tho dripping moat will not 
soil them but run dort-n their hare legs 
and be absorbed in tho sand. It is 2 
serted that the iioor do not allow this 
mixture in the txisket lo go to wa.ste, 
but aro as glad lo get it as we arc to 
get sirloin steak. 

Men with cages of fowls, baskets ol 
eggs and liushids of roots and charcoal 
come from the mountain in droi cs of 
from twenty-li\e Ui fifty, carrying 
packs whioll average three hundred 
pounds.

The bnrriis are never harnessed, Inl go 
along ill Iniiiiv. which often nninber 
fifty. Mexican politeness extends even 
among the lowest chusses. In nil iheir 
dealings they are as polite as a ilaiu iiig 
master. The nioiiieiit one is aihlre.-.scd 
oil comes his poor, old ragged hat, anil 
bareheaded he stands until you leave 
him. They are not only polite to other 
people, but among tlieniselvcs. Ono 
poor, ragged woman was Irving to sell 
n bmken knife and rn.sty'lock at a 
pawnbroker's stand. "Will you buy?" 
she asked, iilainlively. "Xo, Seiiorita, 
gracias" (I thank you), was the polite 
reply.

Fannlica Who MHlto Miirdor Tbclr Principal 
Otioiipatlon. 
The origin of Thuggee is lost in 
faille anil nliM iirity. The Thugs them- 
selves refer it to the remotest antiipiity, 
and, whether Ilimln or Miili;iinin, dan, 
claim lo descend fioni .seven Muham- 
diin clans, which are adniitti'd lo be tho 
most ancient and original slock ou 
which all the others have been en- 
grafted, and the i)rinci])nl of whieh has 
giwn its own name as the generic des- 
ignation at once of tho system and tho 
persons who followeil it. Colonel 
Slecman conjeetnres that Thuggeu 
owed its cxistcuee to tlio vagrant tribes 
of Mohammedans who continued tn 
plunder the country long after tlie in- 
vasion of India hy the Moghuls and 
Tartars, and prnhahility thus attachea 
to the suspicion that the Mohammedans 
were indeed the first to give a sort of 
political system to the Thugs, and the 
seven claiis of I.smailis, whoso occupy 
tion was murder as dreadful as that of 
the 'I'hugs, nay, when iierstHjuted in lha 
last days of their political existenco, 
havo joined tiiemselves to tho Hindu 
Fhansigars, and adopting their rituali 
have given rise to what it is a comfort 
to regard as a sy«l<'m a,s obsolete at tho 
prestMil ilay lus it ahvavs was aecursotL 
The Hindus claim for Thuggee a divine 
origin hi .their goddeaa Bhawani, who, 
under her name and character ot Kali, 
wn,i the deity worshipped by the Thugs 
in their professional capacity, whatever 
might be otbern ise tlie race, caste, sect 
or religion. Kali is the consort of Siva 
in hia deatroying character of Time, 
and aa aneh aba fa pabited of a blank or 
dark blneeomplexhm.— Xondon Soeietf.

The Captain, having been lairly 
captured iu armed coudlot, could on- 
ly expect honorable treatment, but he 
did leol awfully cut up at losing that 
liorsc. He claimed to be the only 
man wlin liail suri't'i'ilcd in riiliiii; 
llini, or Willi niiilil riilill'il Ills (illl- 

bi'ouk of temper, HiiU he waruud iis 
to look out tor dovillry. Our Cap- 
tain appropriated the tieast tor hU 
own use, hut It was only a day or 
two lieluie ho dlscorcrud thai he had 
a Tartar ou his hands, llis orderly 
attempted to saddle the horse, and 
vas seized and shaken about until he 
was laid up for a month. Then three 
loldlers tried It, and one had a leg 
broken by a kick ami the ullieis 
ttliaiiiloned llie jiili. 'i'lie lioasi wan 
chucked lull of old Satan, and on tlie 
iiight of the dajr he laid out the two 
men he broke looce from the feed- 
line and di.iahled three lior.sci- beloie 
lie could he sei iiicil. 

The Captain was advixid to relin- 
quish his pri/.c to the iirtilli'iy, lull 
lie refused. A more perfect hoiec 
ymi never saw, and one could tell by 
the liiok of him that he had all the 
speed a lecklei^s rider l onid ask for, 
and all the bottom needed lor long 
luarchce. 11c was starved for two or 
three days, and this progress seemed 
to work a cure, lie became i[ood- 
iiatnred and gentle, and during llie 
iie.\t ten days was a.s humble as any 
beast heslioili,' by n privale. Tlieii 
early one miiniing we got the call ol 
"boots and saddles" and inailc a hkip 
of t«n milea to head off a parly of 
Federal raiders. Our batterv took 
poaition on a hill over which ilie 
iilghway led, and we deployeil to the 
right and lelt to support it. The en- 
emy was not going hack without 
light. They planted tlioir guns and 
got to work, and their cavalry liled 
into Ihe Holds to lest our metal. 

Whether it was ihcliriiig, the niglil 
of the Yankee Ihig, or liecauso hii- 
tBrm of good behavior wa.s ended I 
know not, but that blmk horse soil 
deuly began his antics. Tlic Captain 
could stick lo the saddle, but could 
not control him. The beast plunged 
in and out of our lines, pushing over 
horses and destroying our aligninuiil, 
and then made a rush on our guns, 
latir bim jump over two of ihe 
pleoM with my own eyes, and 1 learn- 
ed tRtrwardi that he severely injur- 
ed three of the artillerists. Kor live 
minutes lie prevented ihe use of iwo 
Jiieces, and during this limit ilir Ked- 
ci ais were pounding us hot and heavy. 
The hofN floklly reared, fell back on 
the Captain and crushed him to a jel- 
ly, and then sprang up and rushed 
for (iiir h.fl wing. Half a dozen dis- 
iiioiiiiteil men tried to catch him, and 
■when lliey lailed we opinied on liim 
with our revolvers. Out of llfly 
abots oue or two bulleta raked him. 
and then he was mad. lie ruahea 
luto our ranks with open mouth, bit- 
ing, (triking and kicking, and just 
when we were In a hubbub the Fed- 
eral* charged us. We were licked 
inside of three minutes, and but fur 
the way the other wing and battery 
lield on every one of us would have 
liccn gobbled. As it was we lost live 
killed, seven woiiiiilcil and Ibirleen 
taken prisoners, and were thankful 
to get oil with those reiulla. The 
Federals got the black horse as well, 
and gome of the inoii who were taken 
priaoiiers afterwards told ino that the 
animal quieted right down as soon as 
he saw the blue unifurins about him.

Last week for Ihe tirsi lime I visit- 
ed the graiiilc ubeli^U knnivn all over 
the world as liuiikcr Hill Monuinenl. 
Sixty years ago, if any memory sei vi'< 
mo correctly, (ieiieral Ka Kaveile,siiice 
deceased, laid the corner-stone, and 
Danlol Webster made a few tlcsulto- 
I'v rcniiuUs whii li 1 can not now re- 
call. iMtjbti'cii years laler it was for- 
mally dedicated, and Daniel spoke a 
good piece composed moslly of things 
that no had ihouglii up himself. 
There has never been a feature of the 
early history and unceasing struggle 
for A niericun freedom wliicli basso 
roused n.y adiniralion as the ciisloiii, 
ijiiilc preralcnl among Congressmen 
iu those days, of wriiing their own 
speeches. 

>lany of Webster's most powerful 
speeches were written liy himself or 
at bis sugguslioii. lie was a plain, 
unassuming luaii, and did nut feci 
above writing his spoeehes. I have 
always had the greatest respect and 
aihni ration for Mr. Webster as a citl- 
zon, us a scholar and as an cxienipo- 
raiicoiis speaker, and had he not al- 
lowed his portrait to appear last year 
iu the Century, wearing an air of in- 
tense gloom and a plug hat entirely 
out of style, my respect and admira- 
tion would have coutiuucd iudcdulic- 

Hunker Hill Monument Ig a great 
success as a nifiiiumcnl and the view 
from Its suininil is said to be well- 
worth the price of aiiinission. I did 
not ascend Ihe obelisk because the in- 
ner stair-case was closed to visitors 
oil the day uf my visit and the light- 
ning rod ou the untalde looked to me 
as though it had been recently oiled. 

I III llic following day, however, 1 
cii^m;;ci1 a man lo ascend the nioiiu- 
irieiit and loll iiic his sensations. lie 
assured mo that they wore lirsl-rate. 
At the feul of Ihe spcetalor Uosloii 
and Its envlronineiits are spread out 
ill the glad sunshine. Kvcry day 
Boston spreads lint licr enviriiiimeiits 
just thai way. 

Hunker Mill iloiiiimeiil Is two liiiii- 
dred and tweuty-ono feet in height, 
and has been entirely paid for. The 
spectator may look at the moiininciil 
with perfect impunily witlioiil being 
sulicllcd to buy sonieof ils llrst iiiiirt- 
giige bonds. This aiUU iinn li to Ihe 
genuine thrill of iileasnrc while gaz- 
'iig at it. 

There is ^ Bunker Illll In Mtcon- 
poii county, HI , also in Ingliaiii coun- 
ty, Mich ,aiiil in Un-sell county, Kan., 
but tieneral Warren was nol killed 
at cither of these points. 

One hundrod and ten years ago, 
one uf Amcrii a's most iioicd batlleg 
with the British was fought near 
wliei'c Liiinker Hill iii'iniinient now 
slaniis. Ill that baiilc Hie liiilisli 
lost iO.'iO in killed and wounded, while 
llie Anicrii an loss numbered but 45U. 
While Ihe people of this country are 
showing Bueli an interest in our war 
history I am surprised lhal sumetliing 
h.is not been said about Bunker Hill. 
The Federal forces IVom Itoibury lo 
Cambridge were under command of 
General Arlemas Ward, the great 
American bumoriat. When the 
Ainericaii liiimorlslrcally puis on his 
war pain! ami sounds il, ' tocsin, he 
can iir;;aiii/.e a great deal of ini'iirniiig 
tieneral Ward was assisted by I'm 
nam, tilarkc, I'rescoti, Cridley and 
roiiieioy. Colonel William Prescoll 
was sent over from Cambridge to 
Charlosloii for the purpose of fortify 
iiig Bunker Hill. Al a roiiiicil of war 
it was decided to Inrtily liiceds' Hill, 
not so high but nearer lo llnstou than 
Bunker llill. .So a redoubt was thrown 
up during the night on the ground 
where the monument now stands. 

The Brilish landed a large force iin 
dcr iienerals Howe and I'igot, aiidal 
Iwii p. in. the Americans were rein 
foi I ed by Ueueralg Warren and Pom 
ero\-. General Warren was of a lit- 
erary liirn of mind and during the 
hiiiiic look his hat off and recited a 
little pocin beginning: 

"Stand, the icround'a your own, my brarea! 
Will ye give it up toslarcvt" 

A man who conld deliver an Ini- 
pi'omplu and e.xiciiiporaneous address 
like that iu public, and while there 
was such a biller feeling of hostility 
on the part uf the audience, imi.st 
liavc been a good acliolar. Iu our 
great fratricidal strife twenty years 
igii the inferiority of our Generals in 
iliis respect was painfully nolicoablc. 
We did nut have a commander who 
could address his troop in i liymelo 
save his neck. Several of them were 
pretty good in blank verse, but it 
was so blank that it was not just the 
thing to fork over to posterity and 
speak ill sclnml afterward. 

Colonel I'lescolt's statue now 
stands where lie is supposed to have 
stood when ho told his men to reserve 
their fire till they saw the whites uf 
the enemy's eyes. Those who have 
examined Ihe cast-iron tllnt-luck 
weapon used in those days will admit 
that his order was wise. Those guns 
were InjA-ious to health, of course, 
when used to excess, but not ncceS' 
sarily or immcdialcly fatal. 

Al Ihe time ol Ihe third attack by 
the llrilish the Ainericaiis were onlof 
uinniiiniliiiii. luil they niel Ihe eneiiiy 
Willi clubbed munkets, and it was 
found that one end of the rebel flint 
lock was about as fatal as the other 
if not more so. 

Boston still iiiecis the invader with 
its club. Tlic Mayor says to the citi 
zeiis of lliioliin : "Wail till yon see 
the w hites of the visitor's eyes, and 
then go ft r him with your clubs. ' 
Then the visitor surrenders. 

I liojie that many years may pass 
befnre it will again be necessary for 
lis lo soak this fair land in British 
blood. The boundaries of our land 
are now more extended, and so it 
would lake more blood lo soak it. 

Boston has just reason to be proud 
of Bunker Hill, and it was certainly 
a great stroke of enterprise to have 
Ihe battle located there. Bunker 
Illll is dear to every American heart, 
and there are none of us who woultl 
not have clieerriilly gone into the 
battle then if we liad known about it 
In time.— Bill NJe. in Boston Globe.

WASinxQTON, D. C, Juno 28, 1886. 
To TiiE South Kbntiiokiak : 

Tl'.e lionse spent nearly a week on 
the legislative and executive appro- 
priation bill. Among other changes 
ill the direction of ocoiioiiiy was a re- 
duction of the salary of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions from ^atXW lo 
ij^llXX). The latter is the amount llxed 
by latv, but for several years il has 
been put in ihc approprialioii bills al 
$otKX). Whenever the subject of pen- 
sions comes up iu Co;igresa the skirm- 
ishers on both sides immediately open 
tire ami a general engagement be- 
comes iinniiiiei'l. This Congress has 
passed a larger number of iirivate 
pension bills so far than any Congress 
before, but the I'resldeiil is pulling 
Ills foot down li' inly upon the policy 
of voting the people's money away 
indiscriminately. The House, too, is 
ciiiicavoring lu put a check on peii- 
sluu legislation. With that object 
ostouslbly iu view .Boprescntalivu 
.Morrison ro|)orted trs>m the Comnilt- 
lee a rcsoliilinn aiii«ndiiig the rules, 
so thai in the passage ot general pen- 
sion bills the bill may state from 
what source the money shall be rais- 
ed to pay the pensions. It is said 
lhal Mr. Morrison advocates a direct 
tax— such as an income tax— for the 
payineiit of pensions. In that wav 
the people will be liiiide lo fed the 
onerous tax, and then demand of Con- 
gress a more judicious dlspeusijig of 
petisiotis. Mr. Morrison has also an 
ulterior object in view. Ho kiioivs 
lliat so long as such immense sums 
are appropriated for )ieiisioiis there 
can be no reduclion in the tarill'. Two 
days were lost in trying to got a vote 
on the resolulion. The iiuestiou came 
up line day at 12 o'clock and the Ite- 
publicans began at once to (lllibuster. 
The point was raised lhal a iiiioriini 
of members was nol present and vot- 
ing. A "call of the House" was or- 
dered and It was found that such was 
the fact. The doors were then clo.sed 
and locked so as to keep in what 
inembers were Ihere, and Ihe Scr- 
.'eaiit-at-Ariiis and his assistants sent 
out in search of Ihe absentees, w^th 
orders to arrest them whenever found 
and bring them before the bar of the 
lliiiise. The reipilrcd number was 
nol fiiiiiid, and so the locked In mem- 
bers were kept in "durance vile" till 
3 o'clock, the llxed hour for adjourn- 
ment. The same thing was repeated 
on the next day and the '-call" lasted 
from 12 to 3 again, so that for two 
lays Ihe '•faithful" were actually 
iM-kcd inside the lloiisc chamber. 
The days were monotonous because 
no other business could be transacted. 
The members "wbiled away" the 
lioiu's ill smoking, in reading news- 
papers and in sending out the page 
lor sonic hiiich and a liltio "strong 
lea' to wa^h il down wilh. Others 
availed theinsulves of the enforced 
opportunity to gut up back corres- 
pondence and tu write friendly let- 
lers to useful iiillueiilial eonstiluenls 
al home. Sighs of relief and rounds 
of applause were heard when, at ihe 
opening on the tliird day, it was 
slated that that the consideration of 
tlie Civil appropriation bill set spec- 
ially fur that day would be taken up. 
The Morrison rcsoliHion will cmne 
up again at an early day when both 
Ihe Kandall and Morrison men will 
join. hands and the resolution proba- 
bly be passed. 

The letter of the Secretary of the 
Xavy to the rresideiit of the Board 
ot Inspection of foreign vessels at 
New York has no sigiiilicaut bearing 
ou our fishery troubles with Canada. 
The Secretary is merely desirous of 
getting a list and description of the 
steamers of the merchant uiariiic that 
could be utilized iu warfare in case 
of an emergency, lie is familiar- 
izing liiiiiscif with all the details ot 
our uavy aud inerchaiil marine ser- 
vice, so as to impress his views upon 
Congress next session. Time Is oui) 
being taken by the forelock, and 
while not much will be done for the 
service this session, next session big 
things may bo looked for. 

The Departments arc all busy rc- 
■eiviiig bids and awarding contriiets 
Inr furnishing necessaries to the Gov- 
ernment during the coming year, 
.ludgiiig from Ihe miiiibcr of bids 
and the prices charged, the contract 
ore still have faith in the Govern 
ment's ability lo meet its obligations. 
All Ihe talk about a depleted Treasu- 
ry has uo cirectin'scaiing offbldders 
The money of one party appears to be 
Just as good as that of another, and 
just as much of it seems to bo spent 
The money appropriated for the past 
year must be spent or else turned 
back Into the Treasury, and rather 
than do the latter all the brnssels car 
pels are being taken up and thou 
sands of yards of matting laid in ils 
place. Ciicle Sain is a good house- 
keeper, and believes iu having new 
matting every summer and new body 
bnissels and velvet carpets in Ihe tall. 

The I'resldeiil, with his old law 
partner, Mr. Bissel, of Bull'alo, Col 
liainont and Postmaster General Vi 
las, took a three days' trip down 
Chesapeake Bay last week ou the 
Government tjleaiii Yacht Corsair, 
brought over from New Y'ork for the 
purpose.
